Where’s The Chinook? 

We hear old timers asking: "What’s happened to 
those good old time Chinooks?” 

We second the motion. What has happened to 
that South Alberta phenomenon which would lick up 
a foot or two of snow in a few hours and make the 
hearts of ranchers and motorists glad? Chinooks have 
been as.scarce as the proverbial hen’s teeth, the past 
fetv w.ntcrs. We have, it is true, things which the un¬ 
knowing call Chinooks but their resemblance to the 
leal thing is purely incidental. The wind blows from 
the southwest in the heart of winter but it’s not even 
a good token of the Chinooks we used to have. They 
have got no oomph. They come from the right direct¬ 
ion but they’ve lost their authority on the way. 

Time was when our Chinook winds were worth 
while boasting about. In the middle of a 40 below spell 
one would notice that arch in the south-west. Soon a 
gentle zephyr would waft in and take the sting out of 
the sub-zero temperature. Cattle on the range would 
up their heads and flirt their tails in a knowing way. 
Soon the water would be gushing down the coulees, 
fur caps and overcoats would be discarded. 

George Ross, South Alberta’s Flying Rancher, 
says our Chinooks the past few winters have mostly 
been misnomers. His experience is that a Chinook 
brings a temperature of at least 18 degrees with 
enough push behind it to literally lick up the snow off 
the ranges and make the hearts of the cattle glad. It’s 
better than any snow plow that’s .ever been invented. 
A Chinook is a Chinook is a Chinook is the parlance 
of Gertrude Stein. It just can’t be mistaken, and any¬ 
thing less is an imposter. 

Mr. Weather Man, please pass the Chinooks.

SCHOOL ESSAYS 
ON FARM SAFETY 

The first farm safety essay com¬ 
petition sponsored by the Alberta 
Satety Council, has begun for rur¬ 
al students of grades five, six, ^ev¬ 
en and eight in Alberta. 

The announcement comes from 
R. D. Jorgenson, M.LA, Chairman 
of the Farm Safety Essay commit¬ 
tee of the Alberta Safety Council. 
The Competition is open to-all 
school divisions and already about 
one-third of these have indicated 
that they will participate. Entries 
from, grades five and six will, be 
judged separately from those of 
grades seven and eight. Awards 
will be made in each school divis- 
• ion for the best essay in each of 
these two classes. 

Personal first prize awards to 
the authors will be specially de¬ 
signed pins featuring the Green 
Cross for Safety, flanked by heads 
of wheat to symbolize agriculture. 
The schoolrooms from which the 
winning essays come will receive 
handsome wall plaques to com¬ 
memorate the . occasion. Some 
school division superintendents 
have intimated that their office 
may provide an additional prize 
lor the young writers. 

Posters and pamphlets on farm 
safety are being sent to school 
superintendents as their entries 
arc received at the safety council 
office. This information deals with 
carbon monoxide, fires, explosives 
and farm machinery (except trac¬ 
tors). The present essay Will be 
confined to a choice of those sub¬ 
jects and future competitions will 
deal with other accident hazards 
such as tractors, animals, hand 
tools,* etc. 

The farm committee of the safe¬ 
ty council believes that safety edu¬ 
cation should be started early in 
life. They are receiving valuable 
a-sistance from the Department of 
Education and Agriculture. Other 
members of the committee besides 
Mr. Jorgenson are: N. E. Frame, 
Chief Superintendent of schools; 
R. Hennig, President Alberta 
School Trustees Association; E. B. 
Swindlehurst, Department of Ag¬ 
riculture; Howard Stutchbury, 
Manager, and Paul Lawrence, 
Safety Director of the Alberta 
Safety Council.-
